WILL STUDY SYSTEM. 


"From the base camp \ve Intend to 


devote ourselves to a complete and ex- 
haustive study of the mountain system 
that from the southern base of Mt. Mc- 
Kinley, and settle once for all the ipjes- 
.tlon as to whether the summit ran be 
reached via the southern slope. 


"In our expedition of lt>06, this* route 


held out the greatest promise of success, 
but we first attempted to reach the base 
of the mountain from the -.vest and fail- 
ed. Then hy the time \vo had reached 
the base from the south It was too late 
In the season to 
proceed. 
Krom 
the 


point, however, the approach to 
the 


mountain looked Impenetrable, hut tin- 
east and northwest slopes held out more 
hope. 


"If, on our forthcoming1 trip, we fail to 


discover a climable rMse. it will be nec- 
essary in future attempts in order to 
conquer this great peak, .to make a win- 
ter campaign, and reach the base nf th*1 
mountain by a dog sleirh over the snow." 


MANY ATTEMPTS MADE. 


Since the 
year 
1895, when W. A. 


Dickey, a prospector, first sighted this 
snow-capped peak, scientists 
and 
ex- 


plorers have been untiring in their ef- 
forts to reach the summit in order to 
determine its correct height, which is es- 
timated at 20,300 feet above the sea level. 
The peculiar topographical conditions of 
the surrounding country, however, liave 
caused the failure of the majority ol 
these.

land, while the. remainder is subject to 
the .tides, and it Is on this portion that 
the woirs are set. 


MADE A START. 


Tt was about thirty-eiplit years 
ago 


that Mr. and Mrs. Barker Perry crime to 


Dresden and whirled this industry. 


The place was purchased from David 
'lancy. who had already hiiilt two weirs 


for tlie taking of shad. After 
a 
few 


years their buildings were burned, but 
with characteristic energy were soon re- 
built on a much better scale. 


At that time shid 
had 
never been 


taken and snnt fresh 
to the 
market. 


They were always split, salted and pack- 
ed like dried cod, but aU this is now 
changed. The fish are at once packed in 


a.nd 
.sent fresh to the market, where 


they command a much better price. The 
nnovatlon was due to Mr. Perry and has 
since been adopted by all the ehad fish- 
•rmen. 


About fifteen yenrs aero Mr. Perry died

AMONG ANGLO-SAXONS 


President Taft and Governor-General of 


Canada Join Voices in Earnest Pleas 


for Racial Brotherhood 


(By WILLIAM HOSTER.) 


AI/BANT CN. T ), March 19.—Prertdent 


Tait and Earl Gray, Governor-General of 
Canada, speaking from the same plat- 
form tonight, 
joined their voices In 


earnest pleas for lasting peace among 
the 
nations of the Anglo-Saxon race. 


Guests of honor at the banquet of the 
University Club, the President and the 
Governor-General wera eeated side by 
side and chatted in the most friendly 
manner throughout the evening;. At the 
same tabe sat W. 8. Fielding, Minister 
of Finance of Canada, who will hold a 
conference with President Taft tomorrow 
upon tho resut of which depend whether 
Canada or the United States shall be 
plunged into a disastrous tariff .war. 


EARL CRAY'S ADDRESS. 


Earl Gray, after touchmr on the rela- 


tions between Canada and the United 
§tates, and referring eloquently to the 
aspirations of the Dominion, took tip the 
subject of the Cecil Rhodes acolarshlp, 
and as one of the executors of the will 
of Cecil Rhodes explained what th« South 
African monarch dreamed would ulti- 
mately bo accomplished by hi* founda- 
tion. He said In part: 


"May I now say one word at this uni- 


versity dinner a* a university man talk- 
ing to university men, as a Rhodes trus- 
tee and one of. the executors of Clcll 
Rhodes' will? May I be permitted tOTefer 
for one moment to the dreams which, 
rooted in the grave of Cecil Rhodes, are 
destined one day to bear Immortal fruit?

of the same* stock; that we are Inherit- 
ors of common ideals; that we are the 
joint trustees of great Christian truths.

For instance, here 
is Theodore Wores, 


who was first of American painters to catch the atmos- 
phere of Japan in his canvases, putting out a notable 
exhibition at Gump's galleries. Yet I hardly see any- 
thing in the dailies about it. Such things do not seem 
worthy of notice when so much time and space are 
necessary for police court procedures and the advance 
agent puffs of the cheap theatrical performances. But 
there it is—an exhibit that would get columns in New 
York or London or Paris. 
' And our dailies print columns about art and artists 
in New York, London and Pans that people here care 
no thought about—artists never heard of, pictures that 
never will be seen in San Francisco or by Pan Fran- 
ciscans. The same space devoted to intelligent criti- 
cism of our own artists would soon give Pan Francisco 
a fine position as an art clnter and a Mecca of art 
lovers. 
An Excursion of the Silly Season 


One of the most foolish things recently advertised 


was the trip of the Grand Jury through the dens of 
the Barbary Coast. 
They were first entertained by 


the foreman at a sumptuous banquet. Then, when 
feeling good, they were taken the rounds, their cqm- 
ing being well advertised in advance. 


Now, what do those "investigators" think they saw? 


Are they so simple as to suppose they caught any 
glimpses of the real riot of our underworld? Do they 
think they saw any of the scenes arranged b'y guides 
for the parnographic entertainment of gullible tourists? 


A man might as well expect to stalk deer with a 


brass band and a park of artillery as to investigate the 
"resorts" of the Coast after a thoroughly known din- 
ner of the Grand Juiy. But our Grand Jurors had a 
good dinner and a good time. Why not? That's what 
Grand Juries are for nowadays. 
Was It Grand or Petit Larceny? 


When this poor fool of an artist who cut the picture 


out of the frame in the Park museum comes up for 
trial I wonder if some ingenious lawyer will attack a 
complaint charging grand larceny on the ground that 
the larceny was petit? Are we sure of the Millet that 
was stolen? 


Xo\\, one thing is certain: The picture stolen from 


the park is not the "Shepherd and His Flock," as given 
in the books on Millet. It is'not the painting photo- 
graphed by Braun, Clement & Co., the art dealers. 
It is essentially different. The general scheme of com- 
position is the same, but there are differences of pose 
and arrangement easily noticeable, even to the laymen. 


Millet may have painted several pictures with the 


same title and the same general arrangement of figures. 


But, 
again, somebody may have faked a Millet or 


two. And a faked Millet would make the crime petit 
larceny. But think of the por artist's on discovering 
that he had stolen, not a masterpiece, but a swindle! 
The Widow's Revenge 


You may or may not remember that I wrote some 


weeks ago that our Fire Chief Shaughnessy was Hkely 
to lose his official head because the widow of our 


venerated Chief Sullivan was after it. Well, there 
have been some sniffs and sneerings because my pre- 
diction did not come true.

Board was a Sullivan. You know it was charged 
that when an effort was made to get one of the Sulli- 
vans in the department Shaughnessy was reported to 
have cried out petulantly:

greatest of all Americans, given in a recent book by 
Major Putnam.

York. Charles C. Nott left the Institute with him. 
He says: 


"The impression left on his companion's mind as he 


gave a last glance at him in the street car was that 
he seemed sad and lonely, and when it v.-as too late, 
when the car was beyond call, he blamed himself for 
not accompanying Mr. Lincoln to the Astor House— 
not because he was a distinguished stranger, but be- 
cause he seemed a sad and lonely man." 


There is a contrast for you—but which figure truly 


appeals to the patriotic American, heart? One man is 
"the foremost press agent of his time." History is *he 
press agent of the other. 
. 


Some/fi/ng About Wallace 


Ill-natured, suspicious people are pretending to see 


things in the selection, of Albert J. Wallace of Los 
Angeles to. run for Lieutenant-Governor on the Lin- 
-coln-Roosevelt League ticket. E. T. Earle, owner of 
the Los Angeles Express and a big gun of the League 
in the Angel City, is financially interested in the Home 
Telephone Company. He is among Wallace's most 
ardent supporters. As a member of the Los Angeles 
City Council, Wallace was a stout champion of the 
Home Telephone Company's interests. 


About a year ago he made a hard fight in the Coun- 


cil to permit the Home Telephone Compary to raise 
its rate on residence 'phones. He succeeded, so tar as 
the Council was concerned, but the people then got 
busy, and with the aid of the referendum succeeded in 
having the matter submitted to the vote and knocked 
out the ordinance Wallace had worked so hard for.

Politics in the South 


The Republicans of the southern part of the State 


have had quite an interesting time endeavoring to 
come to an agreement upon a candidate for United 
States Senator to succeed 
Frank P. Flint. Leading 


Republicans of that section of the State tell me that 
not only has-Senator Flint not been a candidate for 
return to Washington, D. C., since his formal an- 
nouncement to that end, but that he has resisted all 
the importunings of his friends and political associates 
that he reconsider his decision. 


With the people of the south, and particularly those 


of Los Angeles, the great desideratum politically is 
the United States Senatorship. 
Their interests in a 


Federal steamship 
line, harbor 
improvements, the 


citrus fruit industry and other 
things by them re- 


garded as essential to their prosperity, causes them 
to consider the Senatorship of prime importance. 


The leaders in the south do politics on a business 


basis, and the same groundwork seems to obtain in 
everything else they do. At first there was an attempt 
to get Flint into the contest, if such it may be called, 
once more. They were far from being- a unit in this 
relation, however, as they recalled that the Senator 
had come home from Washington 
in one of their 


political scrimmages and played a partisan part. 


Then came Flint's announcement-thai lie was not a 


candidate, followed shortly by a rumor from AVash- 
ington that he was "wobbly." This gossip created a 
stir with certain elements and caused the Lincoln- 
Roosevelt faction to nominate Lee C. Gates for Sena- 
tor. Although this performance was had in an hotel 
lobby and without even a measure of secrecy, the'fact 
was not made generally public until very recently. 
Gates subsequently declined the honor, as his wife ob- 
jected to his making the campaign. 


This left three candidates in the field for United 


States Senator, all of whom were friends. These were 
A. J. Wallace, a wealthy Easterner, who has added 


to his wealth by investments in oil in 
California; 


Joseph Scott, a lawyer of considerable 
wealth and 


chairman of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
and Willis Booth, capitalist, bank director and former 
president of the Chamber of Commerce of the south- 
ern metropolis. 


The Los Angelenos knows ro partizanship or fac- 


tions when it comes to a question of the material in- 
terest of that section. It is saf« to predict that when 
a candidate for the toga is agreed upon he will be the 
accepted choice of and will receive the support of all 
factions—Republican organization, Lincoln-Roosevelt 
League, or by whatever other designations they may 
be known, even to Democrats. 
Material interests 


cause the enterprising citizens of the south to fight 
under the motto of the Three Muskateers, "One for all 
and all for one," when it comes to a political proposi- 
tion. 


Wallace was disposed of by being given a nomina- 


tion for Lieutenant-Governor by the Lincoln-Roose- 
velt League. Scott did not seem to fully satisfy the 
various elements and Willis Booth was centered upon. 


At this writing it looks very much as though Booth 


will be the candidate of the south for United States 
Senator and under the unwritten political law of alter- 
nate selection by the two ends of the State, will be the 
next junior Senator from California. 


The union of the south upon business, politics and 


other material matters is such that should it appear to 
be to the interest of that section of the State for Phil 
Stanton to withdraw from the Gubernatorial contest 
they will withdraw that candidate. This, too, would 
seem to be in line with the business methods that ob- 
tain south of the ridge. 


Stanton \v'as put into this'fight and his campaign 


financed by southern business interests. 
A fat sack 


of $50,000 is said to have been laised for that purpose. 
The same interests can, of comse, withdraw the sack 
and Stanton, too, if they rfeem such a course to be to 
the advantage of the south, and particularly if it would 
advance the canvass of their candidate for the United 
States Senator, which is paramount with them. 


What might be regarded as significant in relation 


to the Senatorial situation is that Motley Flint, brother 
of the incumbent, and until iccently postmaster of 
Los Angeles, is reported to have said that Willis Booth 
"is the man" who will succeed 10 the toga assigned to 
the .southland. 


The Democrats of Los Angeles are falking up Tom 


Gibbon, attorney, and publisher of the Herald of that 
city, for tile United States Senatorship, or such com- 
plimentary mention in that conrection as a sane Bour- 
ban may reasonably expect. 
Johnson's Canvass 


The Lincoln-Roosevelt League canvass has settled 


down to a one-man campaign. While Hiram Johnson 
is stumping the State with A. ]. Wallace as his run- 
ning mate, the latter having been nominated by the 
League's executive committee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, still Wallace is merely entered as a "capitalist." 


4 Johnson in stumping the south has discontinued his 
coarse attacks on President Taft and substituted "Aid- 
rich and Canon's policies." Johnson and Wallace are 
making a joint campaign and as soon as they are 
through with the south plan a canvass by automobile, 
beginning at Yreka in the north and slowly working 
south, visiting all the centers of population. 


Max Kuhl, state organizer of the Lincoln-Roosevelt 


, League, paid a visit north and on his return reported 
to his political intimates that the electors of that sec- 
tion are "not quite ready for League clubs as yet." 


The Johnson support seems to be in districts or 


spots. In some of these the candidate of the Lincoln- 
Roosevelt League seems to have a considerable fol- 
lowing, while in other counties he is almost unknown. 
With Honest People 


That civilized humanity is -.argely honest is indi- 


cated in the fact that during the six months following 
the fire of 1906 patrons of the Palace Hotel, who were 
driven from that hostelry by the flames, paid to the 
management in excess of $35,000 they owed for accom- 
modations thus unpleasantly disturbed. Many of the 
guests were strangers to the management and left the 
hotel without their personal belongings, and yet^ecog- 
nized their obligations for accommodations previously 


had. 
As the hotel did not preserve its accounts and 


was dependent upon the word of the guests for the 
amount due, the result is remarkable. Even now, nearly 
four years after the disaster, a remittance of an amount 
due is occasionally received. 
Only the other day a 


check for $5 due the Grand, an adjunct of the Palace, 
arrived by mail from a transient stranger who was a 
guest of that hotel on the night of the burning. 


Tim Spellacy's Ambitions 


According to popular report in Democratic circles, 


Tim Spellacy has again become an oil magnate. Spel- 
lacy, who first attracted public attention-as he tramped 
the sawdust in ten-day walking matches, became con- 
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spicuous as an oil magnate when he was elected chair- 
man of the Democratic State Central Committee some 
years ago. The extent of Tim's holdings in oil, and the 
magnificence of his fortune, was first questioned by 
Spellacy himself, who after being elected leader of the 
Bourbon machine inquired in respect to the salary 
and other emoluments he had suspected of going with 
that post of great honor and responsibility. 


Tim was much disappointed, but bravely sustained 


the shock, when he was told that not only was there 
no salary attached to the chairmanship, but that as 
such he would have to purchase^ his own cigars and 
other luxuries that tend to solace the worried and 
wearied statesman. A{ that time Spellacy was in oil 
in Kern county. Subsequently he moved to Los An- 
geles and now he is announced as a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor simultaneously 
with a report that Tim has again struck oil and owns 
a gusher that gushes $2000 a day and is worth at least 


• $2,000,000. 


There is a conflict of statement in respect to 


whether Spellacy will spend that $2000 a day on his 
own canvass for Governor or that of Bell. 
Theodore 


expresses the belief that the oil will be poured on his 
aspirations, but there are those who differ. 


This reported sudden acquisition of wealth by a 


leader of the Bourbon machine has made some of the 
old war horses of that camp reminiscent. They recall 
the glories of the Cleveland campaign when William 
D. English was chairman of the State governing body 
and there was $98,000 in the State committee's treas- 
ury, all of which was spent and a debt of $12,000 left 
for future committees to liquidate. The Democrats 
love to refer to this lavish campaign, as the party in 
fhis State has not had, at any one time since, a sum of 
money equal to the $12,000 debts left in that historic 
event.

T,he 
other day a story in the press telegrams represented 
Morgan's friends as sayirrg that the banker felt lone- 
some, he being of the opinion that most pedple were 


i * attached to him because of his wealth instead of him- 


self. This, together with the fact that Andrew Car,- 
negie has just been here with his wife and daughter 
and seldom goes on long trips without them, is caus- 
ing more than the nsual gossip about Morgan and his 
wife never traveling together when they go away on 
trips. It is said the home life of the Morgans js a 
pleasant one, but that the wife is of a very retiring 
disposition and does not like to mingle in either New 
,York or European society as does Mr. Morgan. 
He Met the Ex-Queen 


I met former Queen Lilioukalani of Hawaii last 


night. Aging rapidly, not in good health and bitter 
at what she-considers the ungratefulness of Uncle 
Sam in refusing to recompense her for the crown lands 
he took at the time of annexation, the deposed queen 
returns to her native land next Tuesday never to 
come back to the mainland again. 
Yet in spite of 


her troubles, Lilioukalani maintains her stateliness 
of carriage and continues to display exquisite taste in 
dress. My woman friend who introduced me noticed 
that Hawaii's former queen had on a brown panne 
dress, tan gloves and a black hat adorned with a white 
aigrette. 
She is 72, so it is not surprising that age 


is wrinkling the kindly brown 
face and tinging the 


black hair with silver threads. Music, languages and 
an extensive correspondence are the delights of this 
last of the collateral heirs of the Kamehamehas. She 


»* can still play the piano with spirit and feeling and 


reads' and talks in several languages.

her mind and she is a devotee of that religion. Reared 
in luxury and with several homes in the islands, this 
last of a royal race has found it impossible to live as 
she was wont to do before 1893, when Hawaii became 
a part of the United States.

as recompense* for the crown lands, which were right- 
fully hers and which are 
valued today at twelve

argues very interestingly of how in the dim, distant 
past natives of Tahiti conquered the Hawaiian Islands 
and reached the Pacific shores of this continent, thus 
becoming the ancestors of many of the we^'^'-p Indian 
tribes.

plants to burn down the office while Funston gathered 
his staff about him and prepared to defend the prop- 
erty at all costs. Meanwhile a hurry call by telegraph 
was sent to the editor and publisher, who returned 
post haste, and with even greater haste got out a 
special edition explaining how the "break" had oc- 
curred. Then with his clientele partly assured, he 
"fired" "Freddy" Funston. 
About this time Funston 


received word that he had better leave town at once 
or submit to the alternative of being tarred

feathered. 
But Funston just stuck his hands in his

Oil Is King 


Petroleum oil is king in California now, -having 


taken the lead over citrus fruits in value last year. 
The-best oil authorities in town say last year's pro- 
duction was fifty-two million barrels, valued at $32,- 
000,000. 
Traffic officials of the railroads state that 


in 1909 the production of citrus fruits amounted to 
41,400 carloads, with an aggregate value of $29,000,- 
000. Gold is third in the race, for last year the pro- 
duction of this valuable 
metal was 
approximately 


twenty million dollars. The Federal courts' decision 
in the North Bloomfield case some twenty-two years 
ago forbidding hydraulic mining gave gold mining a 
black eye, from which it is slowly recovering. Copper 
production is rapidly forging ahead. Last year about 
••even million dollars' worth was produced. 


In 1887 the amount of oil pfoduced was worth less 


than a million and a half dollars. Today California 
is the leading State in the annual production of oil, 
having last year run ahead of Oklahoma. During the 
past twent3'-three years the value 6f the oil produced 
aggregated $136,000,000. 
In the past ten .years 


this industry has 
made many nien in the State 


millionaires, and the experts have it that many more 
w iir be made because it is reasonable to estimate that 
the 'Calif&rnia oil fields can, and will produce eighty 
million barrels annually for the next sixty years. But 
we must not forget the grand record of gold in Cali- 
/cinia since it was first discovered in 1848. 
From 


that date up to the end of last year the gold output- 
aggregated in value about a billion and a half dollars. 
The romantic story of California gold will never be 
duplicated by anything else in the State, although 
other things may 
eventually 
outrank 
it in mere 


monetary, value.

Oakland. 
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Government and Day Dreams. 


A good many people are advocating the commission form of 


government who have never given the subject careful study. It has 
worked well in a few minor cities—notably Galveston, Houston, Dal- 
las/'Des Moines and Cedar Rapids—but in the majority of cities 
.where it has been adopted its duration has been too short for a 
practical working test to be applied. Galveston affords the most 
conspicuously successful example, and is today pointed at as the 
model. There the commission originated, and there it has had the 
longest tenure. Yet, after all, it has been in existence there only a 
little more than nine vears, and has had exceptional advantages in 
" 
« 


its favor. Established as the result of a calamity which wrecked 
the city and destroyed a fourth of its inhabitants, it has proved a 
remarkable success in rehabilitating the city, restoring its financial 
and commerciaf prestige, reviving its credit and carrying out a 
gigantic system of public improvements in the face of seemingly in- 
surmountable obstacles. But this was mainly due to the fact that the 
commission has been composed from the start of successful busi- 
ness men of high standing, known probity and force of character. 
For several years the commissioners were appointed by the Gov- 
ernor with the approval of the legislature, no popular elections be- 
ing held in Galveston to choose municipal officers. 


Whether or not in larger and more complex communities the 


commission system will prove successful is yet to be determined, 
and whether it will permanently endure \\here it has already been 
established is still an open question, notwithstanding the good re- 
sults it has achieved in certain localities. Giving it full credit for all it 
has accomplished, however, the idea that it can reform public mor- 
als or make men honest is absurd. \Vhere it has proved a work- 
ing success it is but another evidence that a benevolent despotism 
is the ideal form of government—that arbitrary power vested in 
the hands of men who are wise, just and upright can be more 
efficiently employed for the public welfare than if distributed into 
many hands with divided responsibilities, interests and fields of 
exercise. While the commission form simplifies the functions of 
government, permitting prompt and decisive action, it also enor- 
mously enlarges powers and removes the checks and safeguards 
heretofore deemed essential to the protection of both public and 
individual against official dishonesty and abuse of authority. It 
centralizes all authority in a small group of men and combines 
legislative with executive powers. The same men who frame the 
ordinances enforce them and control the machinery for their en- 
forcement; they levy the taxes and collect the revenues; make the 
appropriations for all public purposes and spend the money. 
The 


men who levy and collect the taxes are also the custodians of the 
money. They spend the money they appropriate and audit their 
own bills. 


In the hands of honest, capable, public-spirited men this sys- 


tem has vast possibilities for efficiency and economy. In the hands 
of venal rogues it becomes a mighty instrument of graft, corruption 
lancf oppression. Fancy a commission government in Nrw York 
controlled by William M. Tweed, Richard Croker or Charlie Mur- 
phy I Is the experience of San Francisco an argument in favor of 
placing the city and its revenues unreservedly in the hands of five 
or six men combining within themselves legislative and executive 
functions and controlling the police and the law officers charged 
with the guardianship of the public interests? Hardly. 


Government under any form will be a reflection of the standard 


of citizenship in a community. The commission system is no ex- 
ception to the rule. If upheld by an honest, vigorous, courageous 
and vigilant public opinion it will be an expression of the best in 
modern communal life. Where commercial standards are low. pri- 
vate morals loose, public opinion supine and cowardly, and the 
masses indifferent to or neglectful of their civic duties it is the 
charter for organized piracy and can be used for as many forms 
of official prostitution and plunder as the most astute oriental des- 
pot was ever able to devise. 


Unfortunately the enthusiastic advocates of the commission sys- 


tem refuse to look at other than one side of the picture; keep their 
eyes fixed on the good side, closing them to the reverse. They 
point exultantly to Galveston, Houston and Des Moines, but de- 
cline to consider what is likely to happen in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, St. Louis and San Francisco under precisely the 
same system of government. With such men in control as have 


^directed Galveston's municipal affairs since the calamity of Sep- 


tember 6, 1900, any government would achieve satisfactory re- 
sults. It is the other kind of men—not the terms of the organic 
law—who give the people peculation, incompetence, extravagance, 
maladministration and misdirection of energies instead of compe- 
tent and honest administration. 


No law, whether organic or statutory, can fulfill the duties of 


citizenship. Xo form of government can perform the functions of 
public opinion. Xo system, however simple or complicated, can 
obviate the necessity for popular vigilance and close supervision 
over the activities of civic administration. The idea that a system 
can be devised that will enable the citizen to go to sleep while the 
government runs itself with perfect precision is as fatuous as the 
dreams of alchemy and perpetual motion. The quality of government 
is determined alone by the quality of the electorate—by what is done, 
thought and said, not only in public but in private; by what men 
are and not what they profess to be—by the relative proportions of 
pure and base metal in the citizenship. In a free country the people 
are sovereign. If the sovereign be a fool or a knave, there ih bound 
to be misgovernment or rapacity. Nothing can prevent it. There- 
fore, it is a mistake to teach people that any form of government 
can change the character of men in the mass or be substituted for 
the dcries of citizenships.

He re- 
taliated by building a shanty In a re- 
mote district of the Hautes Aipes, 
about twenty miles from any post- 
offlce, and Installing therein a shep- 
herd, In whose name he subscribed to 
the dally Petit Journal. 


According to the terms of the postal 


monopoly In France, the department

September, 1906. The Count lived 


with an aged housekeeper named 


juoarelll, and he had also In hip service 


a young maid, who, however, slept In the 
village. 
One morning going to the villa 


to prepare the Count's breakfast, the girl 
rang the gate-bell for a few minutes In 
vain 
Later she noticed thick columns 


of smoke rising from the bedroom. 
A 


crowd of peasantry and carablnlorl hur- 
ried to the scene and forced the doors. 
They stumbled across the dead body of 
the old servant lying In a pool of blood 
In the kitchen. 
Afterwards they recov- 


ered the half-carbonized corpse of Count 
VIti, under whore bedroom a large quan- 
titv of wood soaked In petroleum had 
been stacked and kindled. 


WERE STUNNED. 


The autopsy revealed that both victims 


had been stunned by blunt Instruments 
and afterwards stabbed. 
Many arrests 


followed, and seven prisoners. Including 
the gardener, and Intimate acquaintances 
of the murdered nobleman, have patient- 
ly awaited these four-and-a-half years In 
gaol. The evidence Is purely circumstan- 
tial In character. 
All the accused pro- 


duced alibis. 
_ 


In addition to a galaxy of noted bar- 


risters there are 305 witnesses to be ex- 
amined. By dint of hard work the Court 
hopos to finish the trial towards the end 
of next June, when it Is generally ex- 
pected that all the prisoners will be ac- 
quitted for want of proof of their guilt. 
In a harangue which lasted over three 
hours, one of them recounted how he was 
bound by ties of personal friendship to 
the Count, how he helped to rescue the 
charVed remains, to superintend the fu- 
neral of the victims, and how he reared 
memorials over their tombe with his own 
hands. The densely packed court was 
moved to tears by his pathetic eloquence.
